Seaton’s rural review, a 
spokesperson for the 
Seaton Neighbourhood 
team said:’’Looking at all 
the parishes combined, 
2012 saw 122 reported 
crimes which is the lowest 
total since at least 2004 
and significantly lower (49 
per cent) than the peak in 
2004. 

“This rural review takes 
into account Axmouth, 
Beer, Branscombe, Coly- 
ton, Farway, Northleigh, 
Rousdon and Combpyne 
and Southleigh. 

“October 2012 saw the 
highest monthly total (26), 
and this was down to a 
spate of caravans being 
broken into in Axmouth, 


Colyton, Branscombe and 
Southleigh which ac¬ 
counted for 19 of the re¬ 
ported crimes. A male has 
been arrested for these of¬ 
fences and it is likely he 
will be charged with a 
number of them. 

“Apart from October, 
every month saw crime 
below the long term aver¬ 
age. Theft accounted for 
the most offences (33) fol¬ 
lowed by criminal damage 
(23) and burglary.” 

The Seaton Neighbour¬ 
hood Beat Team, PC Daz 
Norton, and PCSO Chris 
Bolsover, would like to 
thank the local community 
for their support over the 
last 12 months and are 
looking forward to work¬ 
ing with the people of 
Seaton in the coming year.

AXMINSTER 

Bid to keep more 
hospital surgery 

A COMPROMISE may be reached to keep more day 
case surgery than originally planned at Axminster 
Community Hospital. 

Health bosses met early this year and are in the 
process of formulating a proposal that will be taken 
to what is known as an NHS locality board at the end 
of this month. 

The hospital is managed by Northern Devon 
Healthcare NHS Trust, but day case surgery is com¬ 
missioned by NHS Devon and provided by Royal 
Devon and Exeter NHS Foundation Trust (RD&E). 

Fears were expressed last month by local GPs that 
the number of operations carried out could be re¬ 
duced. 

They “deplored the withdrawal of services” but 
NHS Devon said no decision had been made - but 
confirmed the day case unit in Axminster was 
deemed under-used and “therefore expensive to 
run” by the RD&E trust. 

In short, primary care trusts are in the process of 
being abolished and replaced by clinical commis¬ 
sioning groups. 

Devon is split into geographical clinical commis¬ 
sioning groups, the local one being named Wakely 
Consortium. 

Axminster GP Phil Taylor is its co-chairman, and 
he is also chairing the hospital’s league of friends. 

He issued an update on Thursday, January 10 th , 
saying: “The Locality MD and I met the RD&E on 
Tuesday. 

“There may be room for a compromise. 

“We haven’t convened the League of Friends 
whilst negotiations are continuing.” 

An NHS Devon spokesperson confirmed negotia¬ 
tions were ongoing and said that those involved are 
looking at what services could be available in 
Axminster. 

A proposal will be formulated and taken to the rel¬ 
evant locality board at the end of this month for dis¬ 
cussion and decision

THE village shop has long been recognised as the 
hub of any small rural community but has been 
under increasing pressure in recent years. 

Many have fallen along the wayside, together 
with the village pub, and in some instances the vil¬ 
lage school, and an increasing number in this part 
of the world now rely on voluntary help for sur¬ 
vival. 

In Pulman’s Country the village stores in Off well, 
Dalwood and Thorncombe are run as community 
outlets on a voluntary basis and had it not been for 
those willing to give up a few hours every week to 
serve behind the counter, no doubt they would 
have followed hundreds of others up and down the 
country which are no longer operating, which, 
sadly, includes the little shop at Musbury.

The news was conveyed after a recent meeting of 
Honiton Older People’s Mental Health Stakeholder 
Group. 

Devon Partnership NHS Trust’s Donna Bell, who 
manages community mental health services for 
older people in Exeter, East and Mid Devon, said: 
“The plans for the site have now been signed off, the 
finances have been agreed and work at the site 
should commence in the near future. 

“We are hoping that the redevelopment of The 
Bungalow will be completed by the end of the sum¬ 
mer. When it is up-and-running, the site will pro¬ 
vide a range of outpatient services, clinics, 
therapeutic programmes and educational groups for 
local people. 

“It will also be the work-base for mental health 
staff in East Devon supporting both adults and older 
people, and this means that staff currently based at 
Churchill House in Honiton will relocate there. 

“In terms of older people with mental health needs, 
those in the very early stages of dementia are likely 
to be seen for an initial assessment and diagnosis at 
the Royal Devon and Exeter NHS Foundation Trust 
(RD&E). 

"Here, they will undergo a comprehensive assess¬ 
ment of their physical and mental health, including 
any diagnostic tests that are necessary, such as 
brain scans.” 

"Follow-up care, ongoing support, advice, educa¬ 
tion and group activity for people with dementia and 
a wide variety of other mental health problems will 
be provided at The Bungalow for many people, but 
others will continue to receive support in their own 
homes, as they do now.”

Theories of Child Development - and business? 

Of the many and varied theories of the social and educational development of children, some of the 
most respected and enduring are those of Piaget and Vygotsky. Working in the 1920's Piaget was 
one of the first psychologists to make detailed studies of children and concluded that children actually 
think in a strikingly different way from adults, rather than merely being less competent thinkers.

For those of us with interactions with children or grandchildren it is fascinating to see how the 
various theories of development reflect our own experiences. Does this have any relevance for businesses?

Arts society impressed 
by artist... and her sitter 


SEATON and District Arts Society 
members were pleased to be edu¬ 
cated by well-known local artist 
Emma MacFadyen and her well- 
behaved sitter, Merlin, her dog.

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Winter warming waves 


DESPITE the days becoming chillier, swimming 
still provides one of the best forms of exercise for 
both you and your baby, and is just as perfect for 
cold winter days as it is for hot summer ones. 

The main thing to consider when taking very 
young children swimming is that the water tem¬ 
perature needs to be cosy warm (32 degrees for 
babies under 121bs or 12 weeks; 30 degrees for 
everyone else). And the good news is there’s no 
minimum age to start your baby swimming; they 
don’t need to have had any immunisations be¬ 
fore they go. 

‘Just half an hour’s swimming will provide 
your baby or toddler with a complete work out,’ 
says Rowan Bradford who runs Water Babies 
classes across Devon and Somerset. ‘They’ll be 
exercising muscles they’d never even find on 
land! Swimming’s great for enhancing their 
confidence and awareness, as well as helping to 
improve eating and sleeping patterns - a definite 
bonus!’ 

Whether swimming in winter or summer, a 
baby wetsuit is always a good idea - a toasty 
baby is going to be infinitely happier than a 
chilly one! Do make sure you put your baby in 
it at the start of the session; it’s very easy to take 
it off if your baby gets too hot. However, if they 
start getting too cold, putting anything on them 
at that stage will do little to make them warmer, 
so it’s good to be cautious from the start. 

Once you’re in the pool, keep your baby gently 
moving all the time: bouncing across the water, 
swinging them round, singing nursery rhymes as 
you go. You’ll find they respond really posi¬ 


tively, especially as they’ll love sharing such 
special one-to-one time with you. However, if 
your baby’s still very small, don’t be surprised 
if they don’t appear to be remotely interested in 
what you’re doing at first, as there’ll be a huge 
amount of other stimulating things attracting 
their attention! 

‘We see no drop in our classes during the win¬ 
ter months,’ comments Rowan. ‘In fact, many of 
our parents tell us that they love getting into a 
steaming hot pool with their baby, whilst the rain 
drips down the windows outside.’ 

However you take your baby swimming, at the 
end of every session, wrap them in a dry towel 
and place them somewhere safe whilst you get 
changed. By the time you’re ready they’ll be 
warm and dry, so getting them dressed will be a 
much easier and more relaxing process. Make 
sure there’s no water remaining in their ears, 
then, finally, pop a hat on your tired but happy 
little one, who’ll hopefully be snuggling down 
for a good sleep as you prepare to leave the pool. 

Swimming with your baby is a great way to 
play and is fantastic for strengthening the bond 
between the two of you. It will also introduce 
them to a lifelong love of staying healthy and fit, 
whilst having a great time too! What could be 
better?

Starting the season with 
a look at Shute’s history 


THOUGH its beginnings were in the 13th century and 
much of its grand mansion was abandoned in the late 18th 
century, the remains of old Shute are still showing its se¬ 
crets to those who want to see in the 21st century. 

So explained distinguished archaeologist Dr Stuart 
Blaylock as he opened the 2013 season of the Devonshire 
Association’s Axe Valley Branch with a richly illustrated 
talk on “Recent Discoveries at Shute Barton”. 

A full house at Colyton’s Peace Memorial Pavilion 
heard Dr Blaylock tell that an unwritten rule of archaeol¬ 
ogy “is that you rarely find what you expect to find and 
you nearly always find something else”. 

In recent years the present owners at Shute, the National 
Trust, have commissioned him and colleagues to survey 
the mansion remains and the adjacent farm buildings 
which now occcupy what was the main entrance. 

Looking, for instance, at what was thought to be a 
telling boundary wall he found himself investigating the 
stone-blocked entrance to an underground passage that 
might have been used for kitchen deliveries or maybe 
something more sinister. 

He began with the 13th century Bonville family of 
Southleigh who started the growing estate. 

After a century of Grey ownership the Carew-Poles of 
Colyton took on the estate from 1587 and retained a pres¬ 
ence until its remains were handed to the National Trust 
in 1959. 


With maps and prints, ancient and modem, Dr Blaylock 
was able to point the truth that the scale of the estate in 
its heyday was a match with any other of its kind in 
Devon, smaller only than Dartington. 

The magnificent Elizabethan gateway still stands today, 
a sight that greets every passing traveller driving or walk¬ 
ing through the village. 

The drive through the gate leads to the new and elegant 
second Shute House built by the employees of Sir John 
William de la Pole in 1787. 

It is thought that material from the crumbling old house 
may have been used. It became famous in the 1940s when 
the platforms at nearby Seaton Junction advertised 
“Alight Here for Dr Bridie’s Academy for Girls” - al¬ 
lowed by the authorities when station names were re¬ 
moved in case they helped German invaders. 

At the end of the century, after the private school closed, 
the house was in danger of becoming infamous when 
Jimmy Savile considered buying it. Without pressing his 
negative feelings on the subject, Dr Blaylock said that the 
present generation of civil servants and other authorities 
mostly ruled against excavation when ground became 
available in and around historic sites. 

This meant no digging at Shute for the forseeable fu¬ 
ture. But, he insisted, there is still a lot of investigation 
to be done simply by looking through concentrated and 
experienced eyes.

THE speaker at the January meeting of Axminster 
Probus Club was Donald Cotton, a local resident and 
long-time member of the Exeter and South Dorset 
groups of the Royal Society for the Protection of Birds. 

For 13 years, Donald has organised bird spotting trips 
on the Seaton Tramway and has spent much time on 
the RSPB's local reserves such as Radipole at Wey¬ 
mouth, Bowling Green at Topsham, Aylesbeare Com¬ 
mon and the Somerset Levels. 


He also mentioned the Avocet cruises on the River 
Exe from Topsham which can be enjoyed even at this 
time of the year. 

He provided details of the RSPB Garden Bird Watch 
which takes place this year on the weekend of January 
26th and 27th. 

In 2012, 600,000 bird watchers returned forms 
recording the numbers of each species they had spot¬ 
ted over an hour, enabling the charity to compile a list 


of the nation’s most popular garden birds, slides of 
which Donald was able to show to an appreciative au¬ 
dience. 

A similar response is expected this year and forms 
will be available in many national newspapers.

Pulman’s View

churches

The New Year begins with news of the im¬ 
pending retirement of the Bishop of Exeter 
- Michael Langrish - after 13 years in the 
appointment. 

Normal events will continue until the 
end of April and on Saturday, June 29th 
there will be a farewell service in the 
Cathedral for the Diocese, and next day 
the Bishop will make his farewell to the 
Cathedral Community. Other details later. 

Our church buildings, especially Cathe¬ 
drals, require continual attention to their 
fabric. Exeter has been granted £30,000 by 
central church funds for restoration of the 
organ, and a further sum is on offer for 
conservation of artworks and historic fur¬ 
nishings. 

A recent study of varying religions by 
the Henry Jackson Society found that the 
Muslim Council of Britain was more 
prominent in debate than the CofE, and the 
RC Church was more active over religious 
issues, while the Anglican Church fo¬ 
cussed on overseas aid and foreign policy 
matters. But across all faiths in Britain re¬ 
ligious statements are now more assertive. 

The Scouting movement in the UK has 
commenced a review of pledging alle¬ 
giance to God and the Queen. Special ver¬ 
sions of the oath already exist for certain 
faiths, such as Hindus. The aim is to in¬ 
crease diversity to help more young and 
adults join the movement. 


The Church of England House of Bish¬ 
ops has announced the end of its morato¬ 
rium on gay clergy becoming bishops - 
but only if they agree to remain celibate. 
This decision was taken by the House of 
Bishops which considers changes to 
church doctrine, although major shifts of 
policy, such as women bishops, are taken 
by the Church’s General Synod. 

Church of England fees for weddings 
and funerals in churches have been in¬ 
creased from January 1st by about 40 per 
cent but include many items previously 
added as “extras.” Priests can still decide 
to waive fees on grounds of “genuine fi¬ 
nancial hardship.” 

Pastor Darrell Holmes from Kilmington 
writes that last Sunday, the Baptist Church 
marked Plough Sunday. Traditionally a 
time of year when farmers started plough¬ 
ing the fields ready for planting, and 
church services reflect on the act that starts 
the planting cycle. 

Though local farmers today are not 
likely to be ploughing just now, we still re¬ 
member them as they have faced flooded 
fields, poor harvests and animal diseases 
which have threatened their livelihoods. 
When they plant crops or buy livestock it 
is an act of faith on their part, and as a rural 
church we stand with them and pray for 
them at this time.

Similar problems 100 years ago!

CONTINUOUS RAIN IN 
EXETER & DISTRICT - 
SEVERE FLOODING 

EXETER and the neighbour¬ 
hood experienced a continu¬ 
ous and heavy downpour of 
rain on Saturday (11th Jan).

James Park was practically 
under water, necessitating a

Closely followed came the 
report that Exeter Harriers 
had put off their important 
sealed handicap event over 
the Matford course and were 
holding a road race instead.
